been forced to go to Calgary or elsewhere 
for their hospital care which has meant a 
greater risk to life in order to receive this 
care besides the extra expense involved 

It is now planned to build a 25-bed 
hospital in or adjacent to the town of 
Didsbury, which hospital will be fully 
equipped with X-Ray, operating room, etc., 
and to give to the ratepayers and support- 
ers of this plan, hospital care for $1 00 per 
day. 

The cost compared to what is at stake 
is very little. For instance in the two 
Municipalities, the mill rate will be about 
mills which will mean that a person 
owning a quarter section assessed at 
$2,500 will pay $7.50 per year And in 
the town the rate will be about 4 mills, so 


seriously ill and require immediate atten- 
tion. You come to the present Didsbury 
Hospital, and because of the inadequate 
accomodation, you find it is filled up. 
Your next step would likely be to go to 
Calgary, a trip of 50 miles which might 
mean the difference in life and death.

For the Calgary hospitals 
have been taxed to over capacity these 
past few years.

rates as prescribed by the rules set out in Schedule "A" of the 
Order by adding to the previous authorized single wage rate or 
previous authorized range of wage rates the amount of previous 
authorized cost of living bonus, and that such established single 
wage rate or range of wage rates shall be effective for the first 
payroll period beginning on or after February 15, 1944, 
Employers who may not be paying previous authorized cost of 
living bonus as required by General Ordess of the National War 
Labour Board, issued under dates of August 4, 1942, and Novem 
ber 3, 1943, pursuant to the provisions of the Wartime Wages
